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Dwindling Strength 

T HE BOAST OK Mr. Paul Hellyer, Canada’s defence 
minister, that he has achieved his target of re¬ 
ducing the numerical strength of the armed forces 
by 10.000 men a whole ten months ahead of the target 
date, has a hollow and a doleful ring. 

The fact is that men are quitting the armed serv¬ 
ices In unprecedented numbers. 

Air Vice Marshal E. M. Reyno, deputy chief of 
pbrsonnel, admitted in a recent address to the RCAF 
in Ti-enton that 12 per cent of personnel were quit¬ 
ting the service annually. The army rate was higher, 
at 14 per cent. The navy rate of dropout had reached 
an alarming 16 per cent. 

In one branch of the RCAF, the service Police, 
no less than 23 per cent was the rate of severance, 
he admitted. 

• According to one Ottawa source, not identified 
by The Canadian Press which quoted it, Canada has 
rtached a point where ‘'our (military) commitments : 
ate greater than the available manpower can handle." ! 

Lt.-Gen. Frank Fleury, comptroller-general of the 
armed forces, blames the attractive civilian employ- j 
ment situation for the eager exodus of servicemen. ;

It is already estimated to be well below this figure 
. . . and the end not In sight. In fact, the planned 
reduction of strength is no longer under control. 

The truth is Mr. Hellyer’s ambitious schem e to 
integrate the services, with ranks and uniform* com¬ 
mon to ail. the scrapping of the flags which distin¬ 
guished each, the lopping off of men in so-called re¬ 
dundant posts, the dismissal of senior officers long 
before their normal retirement, created an atmosphere 
of uncertainty and dissatisfaction which now perme¬ 
ates the whole military structure. 

He was warned on many occasions of the danger 
of destroying traditions so essential to a proud service. 
Men who, under our volunteer system, offered them- 
solve* for service in the past have had a choice of 
navy,* army or air force. 

Today they are asked to enlist in a unified com¬ 
mand, a sort of hybrid thing. And they find it not 

attractive. . , . 

There would appear to be two alternatives for 
the minister to consider: a system of compulsory 
service—that awful word, conscription—or wbstantial 
increases in pay. Where, then, would be the vaunted 
sealngi In the department! With the flneit equip¬ 
ment In the world, no security force can meet Its 
negation* without skilled, experienced and dedicated 
mtn. We are losing them, and at a rate dangerous to 
the efficiency of the defence force. 

Retiring with Grace 

W E TALK OF VICTORIA being a naval town, and 
this is the postal label of the multiple municipal 
complex of the Greater Victoria community, but It Is 
the component of Eequimalt which has the RCN 
irishmenl in its midst and has the closest Unks with 
thi men In blue. 

This was reflected a week ago when ceremonies 
headed by the flag officer, Rear Admiral Sterling, 
were held at HMCS Naden to mark the retirement of 
Reave A. C. Wurtele, himself a former commander 
of the senior service, from the municipal scene after 
lengthy direction of Esquimau affairs. 

For Reeve Wurtele last Saturday s elections would 
be viewed by him with unaccustomed objectivity. This 
was the first municipal poll test for 20 years in which 
he was not a contender, and, as his record confirmed, 
a successful one. He retires as the new year is ushered 
in after no fewer than 20 years on the Esqulmalt 
council, the last 14 of which he has been at the helm 
of the municipality as its chief magistrate. 

Two decades of continuous municipal office is the 
best evidence of the confidence which his people have 
reposed in him and the influence he has wielded in 
I'esponse to this trust. Under his reeveship Esqulmalt 
has progressed visibly in many ways, and this quiet- 
spoken reeve, a tenacious believer in the autonomy 
of his municipality yet a partner in the many Inter- 
municipal matters that are nowadays of common con¬ 
tent to Greater Victoria as a whole, has become a 
lather-figure of his community and synonymous with 
its separate identity. 

This progress will continue ( under the new and 
young reeve-elect, Mr. Ray Bryant, who enlarges a 
family continuity already established by joining his 
lather. Councillor James Bryant, a 16-year veteran of 
the Esquimau municipal board, and the link both with 
the navy and with the combined area of Greater Vic¬ 
toria will be sustained. But Commander Wurtele can 
lay down his cares of office with grace and distinc¬ 
tion. He has served his municipality well, and his 
name occupies an honored place in the annals of 
Esquimau. 

A Good Outlook 

W ITH MR. ALFRED W. TOONE chosen ss their 
next mayor, Victorians will anticipate with con¬ 
fidence an unabated continuation of civic effort of the 
kind that has had such beneficial and beautifying ef- 
facts In the downtown area in the last few years. This 
has been Mr. Toone’s special Interest as an alderman: 
he has played a leading part in the endeavor as chair¬ 
man of committees dealing with improvement and 
beautification, urban renewal and the Centennial 
Square. And he has expressed the resolve to press 
ahead along these lines, within a reasonable tax 
structure. » 

It can be expected too that Mr. Hugh H. Stephen 
w ill prove a most valuable member of council In this 
regard, for though a newcomer to the aldermanlc 
board he has been an outstanding figure in town and 
regional planning and other associated forms of com¬ 
munity advancement. Like Mr. Toone’s, his avowed 
determination la to help keep Victoria moving forward. 

The city has had an extraordinarily progressive 
four years under the leadership of Mayor Wilson, and 
it will be with regret at his departure from office 
as well as gratitude for his distinguished service to 
them that the people of Victoria see him step down at 
the end of the year. Similarly, after 13 years as an 
alderman. Mr. M. H. Mooney will be much missed. But 
it is to be hoped that before too long, he will be 
back on council. -

Thus, since 1961, capital in¬ 
vestment priority ha* been on 
agriculture rather than on 
heavy industry. And as a re¬ 
sult, the country has recovered 
from the economic losses of the 
Great Leap and started, moving, 
albeit slowly, again. 

Yet even with emphasia on 
what economists agree l* the 
proper sector of the economy, 
capital investment by the state 
remains relatively low. 

As China prepares for the 
start of ita third five-year plan 
for economic development in 
1966, It will tie forced to rely on 
a national budget not much 
larger than that of 1958. Na¬ 
tional needs, of course have 
multiplied greatly during those 
eight years.

We get a chance Monday night to judge for our¬ 
selves just what hope we have of regaining the "world” 
hockey championship. Or to put it another way, of 
seeing for ourselves how our amateurs stack up against 
the best of the Russian professionals. 

Most of us, perhaps alt of us, are going to be impressed 
with the team from the Soviet Union but the Russians are 
going to have to- be Indeed something out of the ordinary If 
they are to live up to the grading given them by Jacques 
JM into when he a[>peared as a guest commentator on Sat¬ 
urday night's National Hockey League television production. 

Plawi^made much of the success Canada's national team 
! i« enjoyed' this season agaipst clubs from the Central Pro¬ 
f'll wvtl Hockey league in assessing the worth of the Russian 
t-' im. Wltere most of us had been hopeful over this turn of 
events. Plante seemed downright overwhelmed, 

"Tlicre isn't." he said with a straight face, "much differ¬ 
ence between the Central and National leagues." r 

That kind of a statement doesn't just border on the ridic¬ 
ulous bur it is a better commentary on Plante than it is on 
the calibre of Russian hockey. 

Plante could hardly deny that he wouldn't have thought 
It a demotion had New York Rangers sent him to their Central 
league farm club when he was playing tn the NHL and so 
one suspects that he was thinking ahead to tonight's game 
in Montreal, where he will tend goal against the touring 
Russian club. The way Plante has it, he can't lose. If the 
Russians riddle him it proves them great and If he can stop 
them it proves Plante great. 

This is not to deny that the Russians may be getting good 
enough to be Just about ready to seriously challenge Canada 
for the real world hockey supremacy. It's Just that no one 
can take seriously anyone who says he has arrived at that 
conclusion believing there it little difference in the oalibrv 
of the NHL and the CPHL. 


Jus! how good the Russians are remains a matter of con¬ 
troversy. There are differences at every level of hockey but 
in the main those concerned with amateur hockey rate them 
at least close to NHL calibre white most of those concerned 
w ith professional hockey are not at all preiwired to grant them 
that status just yet. 

Typical of the latter Is Frank Mario, coach of the Victoria 
Maple Leafs. 

"I think," he said yesterday at the hockey luncheon, "that 
they would finish last in the Western Hockey League." 

He qualified the assertion by adding "if they played tinder 
our professional rules.” 

And that, probably. 1* where the difference la at the mo¬ 
ment. I'm sure we will all agree after Monday night’* game 
that the Russians will have passed with honors as regards 
skating, passing and positional play. And they will probably be 
better conditioned than many of our pro*. We may leave 
Memorial Arena quite certain that Canada has had her last 
Olympic hockey gold medal. But that will hardly prove that 
they are now ready for Montreal Canadiens or Toronto Maple 
Leafs. 

* * *• 

They might be if the games were played under interna¬ 
tional rules but it is one thing to skate, stay in position and 
make pretty passes when you know you won’t get clobbered 
and another matter when there Is an Eddie Shack or a John 
Ferguson looking hopefully around for someone with his he.ad 
down. 

And don't try to convince yourself that the viriually-ooo- 
tactless hockey of international rules Is the best hockey to 
watch. As a sometime thing it Is refreshing and entertaining 
but as a steady diet it would be something akin to touch 
football. Hockey is a contact sport and Canadian and Ameri¬ 
can hockey fans are contact fans. Hockey would eventually 
have to be subsidized on this continent If all of it was played 
the Ice Capades way. 

* * * 

Eventually. Internationa! hockey will have rules acceptable 
to all and the Russians will be able to play It as well as any¬ 
one. They have more natural ice than we have In Canada, 
hockey is at least close to now being their national sport and 
they have 10 times our population. We have no copyright on 
hockey skills and the Russians will some day produce more 
good hockey players than we. can. Before they do. however, 
they will have to start playing our best'under rules which 
make for better hockey than the no-touch hockey of inter¬ 
national rules. 

And It's about time there was a confrontation, not so 
much to settle the question of who Is better as for the good of 
hockey—to burry along the Inevitable day when hockey will 
be a truly international sport at the top level and the Stanley 
Cup stands for true world supremacy. 

Just who is to blame that there hasn't been one is confus¬ 
ing. The Russians have said that they are willing to play an 
NHL dub anytime under any rules but at the same time they 
state their willingness to tangle with the'Shacks, Ferguson*, 
Flemings and Bauns they never quit screaming about the rough 
play of little fellcws like Roger Bourboonals. Professional 
hockey had seemed to be avoiding the issue because of 
everythlng-to-lose, nothlng-to-gain thinking but now comes 
word from Toronto that the Maple Leafs are ready to restore 
Canadian hockey prestige but that Bunny Aheame, director 
of the International Amateur Ice Hockey Federation, stands 
in the way. 

It's getting a bit tedious. Sports should be a proving 
ground for the Individual and the nat'ons of the world can 
hardly avoid using bullets if they can't accept what happens 
in an arena as something less than war.

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The' provincial fish and game branch hi*s proposed 
a new regulation which would ban fishing for ti’out 
on the top end of the Cowichan River from Nov. 1 to 
March 1 each year. 

The proposal, which is contained in a newly-released list 
of proposed change* to B.C. *port fishing regulations for 1966. 
would not apply to steelhead and would be in force from the 
weir at Cowichan Lake to the CNR 70.2-mile bridge. This bridge 
is the one reached by walking along the railway tracks up¬ 
stream from Skutz Falls, or downstream from the Cabin Pool. 

Biologists say the new regulation is designed to protect 
spawning rainbow trout from Cowichan Lake in the upper 
river, both on their way to the spawning grounds and during 
the post-spawning period. 

These fish are extremely vulnerable to a rapidly increasing 
fishery, they observe. 

This regulation would cut out some fabulous fishing, but we 
feel it would bo all to the good. We defied the top end of the 
Cowichan this year during the height of this rainbow trout 
fishing and it certainly was distressing to see some of the 
black rainbow trout that were being taken by some anglers. 

These same fish are In the river in March and April, but 
In first-class silvery condition, and full of fight. 

The fish and game branch invites comments about pro¬ 
posed changes in the regulations and asks that any suggestions 
be received in the fish and game branch office before Jan. 5. 

Another change would legalize the use of two lines when 
angling alone in a boat. 

Another would legalize the use of strip and whole smelt or 
herring for bait. 

Biologists explain that as These fish will not live in fresh 
water there Is no danger of introduction of undesirable species. 

Actually, we were under the impression that use of strip 
was legal and several years ago—statute of limitations now 
applies we used small Strip-Teaser and flasher in the Shaw 
Creek area of Cowichan Lake to catch several trout in the 
seven to four-pound class.

The balance of the incr—*i in tout assets «u cant rad chiefly 
in loam, which rose by |3$0,000 l t»o from S2.400.000.000 to 
S2.9W.000.000. TTiii increase of 23% in total loans was distrib- , 
utcd through practically all categories of borrowers, both large 
and small, and reflected the active pace of the economy through¬ 
out the year. 

Bank Pram ties at 173,000.000 showed a mo deal increase after 
depredation. During the year there was a nit increase of 41 
banking offices. Including 7 new offices outside Canada. At the 
year-end there were 1,373 offices in aU. of which 40 were located 
in countries other than Canada. 

Total depotita roaa by 9067,000.000 to S5.637.000.000, an in¬ 
crease of 13.4%. Of thit increase. 1175.000,000 occurred In per¬ 
sonal savings deposits and there was also a gratifying Increase tat 
the numbers of savings bank depositors. In the category of Other 
Deposits, which includes other Canadian deposits payable after 
notice, Canadian demand deposits and other deposits in foreign 
currencies, an Increase of SI93,000,000 was recorded. Deposits 
by other banks, by the Government of Canada and bv Canadian 
Provincial Governmen ts roee by a total of 1298,000,000. 

Real Account increased by 935,000,000 over the preceding 
year-end and now stands at 9240.000,000. Further reference to 
this increas e will be made later in this report. 

Turning now to the Statement of Revenue. Expenses and 
Undivided Profits, it wtfl be observed that this year the Statement 
has bean drawn up to show in aoma detail the principal categories 
of earnings and expanses. 

Total revenue was 92*7,704,139, an Increase of over 932,000,- 
000, or 12.4%. From the breakdown of revenues shown on thia 
statement. It will be seen that Income from loam accounted for 
the largest proportion of this increase and this, of course, reflected 
the substantia! rise in the total of advances during the peat year. 

As noted et the foot of the Statement of Revenue, Expenses and 
Undivided Profits, ths amounts of incoms from loans and secu¬ 
rities are stated after making transfers to Inner reserves, that is. 
provisions for bad debts and/or other losses, out of which full 
provision has been mads for diminution In value of loans and 
investments. 

Total expanses were 9241.402,911, an Increase of 929,000,000, 
or 13.4%. Of this Increase, a p p roxi mately 921,000,000 was 
accounted for by higher int eres t costa reflecting both the substan¬ 
tia] increase In total depoaita during the past year and also the 
upward trend in rates of interest on certain categories or deposits: 

A further 93,300,000 of ths Increase was m salaries, pension 
fund and other perso nn el benefits. 

Property Expenses and Other Operating Expenses Increased by 
approximately 91,400.000 and 91,000,000 respectively. 

Balance of Revenue totalled 943,900/100 and after deduction 
of blooms taxes hi the amount of 922,600,000. there remained 
a Ire lanes of profits for ths year of 923,303.158. an mcreaxe of 
91.901,234 over 1944. Earnings per share were 13.34 as compered 
with 93.07 for the previous year. 

Dividends paid were at the rata of 92.45 per share as com¬ 
pered with 12.23 hi 1964 and dividend payments totalled 
917/171,400, an increase of 11,393,400 over last year. 

Aft* deduction of dividends paid there remained an amount 
to be carried forward of 94^32,231 to which has been added 
*3.041167 being the balaooa of Undivided Profits at the begin¬ 
ning of the year, sod *21,000.000 transferred from inner reserves. 
Thu teller sum arises mainly from gains on the investment over a 
period of yean of iharaboldsra' foods in ths shares of other 
companies and does not derive from normal banking earnings; 
hence it aboukl be regarded as non-racunat.

PREBIDINT‘8 ADDRISS 

Thu has been another good year for the Canadian economy. 
The strong growth tread to which we returned In 1941 has been 
maintained despite some Initial coocern as to Its continuation for 
another year, and every region of the country has participated in 
full measure. 

Momentum within the eoonomy Itaetf has had a gnat deal to 
do with this excellent performance as indicated by ths sharp 
increase in capital investment, the continuing rise in output of ths 
manufacturing industries end the high level of retail safe We 
have had a bumper crop of wheat and market! are inured for 
virtually the entire harvest of about 700 million feshels. Of 
importance also has been ths Tact that economic conditions in our 
principal markets abroad turned out to be more favourable than 
had bean anticipated so that demand for our export! continued to 
be strong. The United Stales enjoyed anothar Impressive Increase 
in output; Britain with international help weathered two serious 
financial crises, end growth ratal picked up in most countries of 
continental Europe end in Japan. 

Developments within Canada 

On the domestic scene, our Gram National Product for the 
ysar as a whole is expected to exceed 931 billion. This would 
represent an increase over lest year of soms nine per cent in tsrma 
of currant dollars and six par rent in terms of volume. Employ¬ 
ment bee continued to rise strongly, allowing for ths usual sea¬ 
sonal fluctuations: total ampfoymant in October was over ths 
sevn million mark, the year-over-year Inrre aas being approxi¬ 
mately 290,000. In October ths margin of unemployment was 
animated at 2A per cat of the labour force. 

The penooel sector of the economy which accounts for roughly 
two-thirds of the Groan National Product has been buoyant 
throughout the year. Rising personal inoomss and the continuing 
Increase la ths use of aoeuoer credit have baa reflected in ihe 
demand for goods end services. Notably, safe of new automo- 
bife in 1965 are expected to reach about 700,000 units, a striking 
advance from the 440/100 units sold in 1941. 

Tbs new wavs of so:slanted capital investment continual la 
1965, busioese investment in machinery end equipment and nott- 
residatiaJ construction within the ruga of 97.5 billion will be 
15 to 20 par cent higher then in 1944 and plana already announced 
BuggM than may be a further increase next year. The expansion 
in capacity fins need by this investment c o vers a broad range of 
activity Dram the resource-baaed indue tries to many types of 
s eco ndir y manufacturing and soma of the plants will produce 
products which are either aew in Canada or ware produced pre¬ 
viously oa a limited scale. The 1943 estimate for total outlays of 
12.1 biUioa in social capital projects abo represents a sharp 
i m i sms , mar TIT par rail niftier thin tael j ssr Tin I r ru tiT—it in 
housing, amount lag to approximately 12.3 billion, will he nearly 
13 per cent above last year although ths Dumber of Harts will 
show only a mods* incre ase over ths 1944 record of 164/100starts. 

Capital investment on this seals cresfe strong demands for 
resources. The flow of maiariali and equipment for the pro¬ 
gramme fee ben neeonebiy wel maintained bat there are 
wwnfap which eeggret that fanm— of ngkieering sUBi and 
skilled labour, in particular, may p revent the completion of the 
full p t ogteneii e planned for this year. 

Turn fog to the govs mn— t sector, both current and capital 
expenditures continue to tocr— e wfch total outlay for goods and 
sarvicss by tha fores levels of government estimated k> aacssd 19 
billion tha yew. Tax revenue! and othw forma of govsnmwnt 
collections are considerably higher because of the high level of 
economic activity. At the federal level, the edminiairative budget 
should be dote to balance end In fact may ihow • small surplus.

Looking abroad, our ex porta of tnsrchandfe. exclusive of 
whsat. see up about leva pur oat through the Bret nine months 
of the year but the connection fa wheat shipments which foflowed 
mmplasinn of the deliveries to Russia under ths 1963*1944 con¬ 
tract brought the overall increase In m—rhanri—i exports down to 
about 1-5 par oat. However, following the feast contracts with 
Russia end Chine, shipments of wheat ere again on tfas advenes 
end total m—cfaaadfe exports for 1963 are expected to show an 
increase of about five per oent over the 1944 total of 99.3 billion. 
It is encouraging to aee ths co nti n u ing penetration of Canadian 
manufactured goods into foreign markets but this trod will 
have to be main tamed in the yean to come if the Canadian 
economy is to continue to support a high level of imports. 

Tbs rata at which ere import persists as oos of our most difficult 
and fundamental ecooossic probtama. This year our imports have 
rfen at e faster rata then our exports with imports of msrcban- 
dfe for the Brat nine months of ths yew up 12 pw cant over 
the c o c raspond i n g period fa 1944. The Met of major I ncr wiss fa 
imports runs aO the way from fabricated materials, m a ch i n e r y 
and equipment to a broad range of consumer goods, reflecting the 
acceleration in the pace of activity in manufacturing, the rise in 
capital investment and the high level of consumer demand. Of 
sffacial note is the expansion in trade in automobiles and parts 
between Canada and the United States resulting from the recent 
agreement on conditional free trade in motor vehicles and 
original equipment parts. Comparing the first six months of this 
year with the same period in 1964, we find that our capons of 
automotive products to the United States increased from |37 
million to 9 n million while our imposts of tha same categories of 
goods from the United States increased from 9317 million to 
9470 minion. At the sams time, our exports of automotive 
products to overseas countries i n c reased by 943 million. 

Balance of Payments 

During this yaw a good deal of attention has been focused on 
the steps taken to bring about a sustained reduction in the overall 
deficit fa the balance of payments of the United States. In 
February the Interest Equalization Tax, applicable since July 
1963 to most transaction in longer-term foreign securities by 
United States dtiaana, was extended to apply to commercial bank 
loans, with maturitfe of otic year or more, advanced to foreign 
borrowers fa developed countries. In addition. aO commercial 
banka doing business fa the United States were requested to 
co-operate in a voluntary programme to cut beck their lending 
abroad and business corporations were enlisted in a national 
campaign to limit their direct foreign investments, their deposits 
in foreign banks end their holding of other foreign flnanciel 
assets. These measures, designed primarily as a means of limiting 
the mounting outflow of dollars to Western Europe, have been 
reasonably effective in the short run but H is too soon yet to 
evaluate their longer-run effects on domestic end foreign business. 
Because of the increasingly integrated world anviroomat in 
which we live, there here also been repercussions in countries 
outside Western Europe. 

Canada has been reoognized as meriting special consideration 
in the application of tha United States babnoc of payments 
measures because the capital markets of the two countries are a 
closely interconnected end because exports of United States 
capital to Canada ere normally required to finance a substantial 
proportion of the annual Canadian current account deficit with 
* tha United States For this reason, tha Interest Equalization Tax 
has not been applied so far to new feuas of Canadian securities. 
In return for this exemption, it wee understood between the 
two countries that our official holdinp of gold and United 
Stalae dollars would not be permitted to rise appreciably above 
their July 19(3 level while the Interest Equalization Tax re¬ 
mained in effect. Howerer, any undertaking to maintain a ceiling 


on official reserves has the effect of tying the Canadian interest 
rale structure more cl os el y to that of the United States, thus 
restricting to some extent the flexibility of Canadian monetary 
policy. Otherwise we would probably have seen a somewhat 
strong* rfe In interest rain before the 6th Itooember increases 
in the United States Federal R nerve rediscount rate and the 
Canadian Bank Rale. This would hare ban rather more charac¬ 
teristic of • period of high activity when pressures on capacity, 
malaria la and labour are increasing within the economy and the 
deficit in the current account of our balance of payment* is higher. 

It is clew from an analysis of the foil range of transactions 
between Canada and the United States that Canada has made a 
substantial contribution to the Improvement In the United States 
balance of payments position. Traditionally, the value of Cana¬ 
dian imports of goods and services from the United States has 
exceeded the value of Canadian exports to that country and In 
recent years ths margin in favour of the United Sutaa has fa- 
creased. In 1943 total currant payments by Canada to ths United 
States for marchandfe imports and ell other current account 
payments amounted to over 96.3 billion. This — seede d ths value 
of currant receipts from ths United States by 91-2 billion. The 
margin fa favour of the United States in cre as ed fa 1944 to over 
916 billion and there has bea s further increase fa 1943. Trade 
with Canada fa goods and services hes thus bites en important 
factor In faoraesing the surplus in the arrant account of the 
United Stataa bekmoa of payments end reducing that country's 
overall deficit. 

Stated In the simplest terms, the United States dollars reouired 
by Canada to cover our currant account deficit with the United 
States hare come from two main sources: the surplus earned fa 
our arrant transaction with other countries and substantial net 
inflows of short-term and long-term capital from tha United 
States. This capital Is either invested directly by United States 
citizens and corporations In Canada or borrowed by C a n adians 
in United Itatea financial markets. In 1963 the intake of tong- 
term capital from the United States continued without Interrup¬ 
tion from the proceeds of new security hxucs marketed fa the 
United Stain end from direct investment, there being no official 
di recti vm or restriction pertain tog tot he outflow in 1943 of such 
capital from the United States to Canada.The citation respecting 
the supply of short-tarm capital, howwar.has undergone * merited 
change since February when Unfed Stataa cltfene and corpora¬ 
tions, fa raaponee to the Preaktont’i m eat are a to knprore the 
United States baknes of pajrmata, began to drew down United 
States dollar batonoee c ar rie d la the Canadian chartered banks 
and to raalbw oa foods Invested In the Canadian short-term 
money market. In the reeuR, Ihe net outflow of abort-term capital 
from Canada to the United Stelae during the first half of 1963 
amounted to 9339 million, largely ofetetfag fas net inflow of 
tong term capital from the United Itatea which amounted to 
9367 million during the seme period. 

It wee therefore ncceasary to finance e very large part of 
Canada's onat account deficit with the United Stales, which 
amooreed to over 91 bilKon during the Aral half of this year, by 
employing eabauntial and unueual net Inflows of short-term 
capital from oren—e countries, lame 9713 mill ton la United 
States dollars were obtained fa fate way. 

Ope rat i o w e of tka Cttartarad taw h a 

Thie movem en t of short-term funds to meet obflaastoai with 
the United Staten we accomplished primarily through the fo reig n 
currency opantiooa of the C anadian chartered banka. A subetan- 
tial volume of United Sts tea foods be came avaikbk through the 
banking system to help meet the current account dafidt with tha 
United lutes end to finance the sharp reduction in tha deposits 
of United States reeidata fa Canadian hanks In fas letter con¬ 
nection, R Is significant that there has baa vwy link net Mqukfa- 
ttoa of eased bald by tha Canadian banks in the United States fa 
order to meet fas withdrawal of fas— d ep o ait a . Ofaarwfe, fas 
improvwmat fa fas United States balance of pa y m ats from fail 
source would have baa Illusory. 

This has baa a cbaikoging year for the Canadian banking 
system et boms Requirements for credit to flnonq the high I—el 
of bieinaes activity have shown Heady Inrr—ses while et tha —me 
lima the supply of short-term foods normally avaikbk fa tha 
United Sui— has bea curtailed. In addition, the undemanding 
with the United Stalae — to the ailing aa Canada's official 
re—rv — has imposed certain Umhaitone on the use of totarast 
rat— fa situation calling for restraint. 

In pari the demand for funds to finance Ihe higher level of con¬ 
sumer expenditures and capital investment has bea mat from the 
stronger Bow of personal income end from Canadian corpor a te 
earnings. Then has ako bea e comparatively eabetantinl tri¬ 
er— fa the Canadian money supply amounting to about 13 
per cent over the year. The volume of credit outstanding Is con¬ 
siderably higher then e year ago, and credit bdlltfe generally 
are under more pressure. At tha end of October ths general loans 
of the Canadian chartered banka were up about 17 par oat and 
exceeded 99.5 billion wbik the more liquid eeeete of the banks 
remained at about the seme level — they were a year ago. Thus, 
for the banking system as a whole, tha ratio of more liquid assets 
to total Canadian dolkr deposit I labilities has declined. In these 
terms, the liquidity ratio of the chartered banka was about 30.3 
per cent at the end of October thk year compared with 33 per 
cent a year earlier. 

Outlook for Most Yoor 

Aa we approach 1966 the favourable aspects of 1943 are Hill 
clearly in evidence on every hand. The rise fa output hes bea 
accomplished in an orderly way and the benefits are well spread 
out across the country. There are, however, signs of tacraesing 
pressures which are chiefly associated with the extant of this 
comparatively tong period of prosperity. Tha— pressures are 
showing up in higher prices for serv ices, shortages of skilled man¬ 
power,^lengthening delivery dates for certain types of materials 
and equipment, and tightness in the money market. Cotta of 
production are creeping up, with labour costa par unit of output 
running about far— per cat higher then e year ago. While the 
outlook remains enco u ra gin g, we shall be well advfed to give 
heed to the mounting preemr— on coats and prfcaa if we ate to 
retain the advantages gained fa four consecutive yean of 
impressive growth. 

L. G. Greenwood, Chief General Minin', 
reviewed the balance iheet: 

During the fiscal year ended October 31,1963, the Bank's total 
assets passed the $6,000,000,000 mark, reaching a new p—k of 
16.204,000.000. This rapro—nted an too— of 9703,000,000. or 
12.8%, over the total u at the preceding year-ad. 

The liquid position of the Bank remains strong. Quick eeeeta 
at the year-end totalled 12.722,000,000, in har es— of 9162,- 
000,000 during the flees! year, and were equal to 46% of fas 
Bank's total Uabilitfe to the public.

He Lifted Men's Eyes 


As Jesus began his 
ministry, at 30 years of 
age, the nation of Pales¬ 
tine was in dire circum¬ 
stances, having become 
spiritually, morally and 
physically impoverished.

Another exciting new book in my 
smalt garden library Is What’s New 
in Gardening by Dr. P. P. Pirone. 
plant pathologist of the New York 
Botanical Garden and published by 
Hanover House: I forget what F paid 
for ft. but probably around $4.

One unusually complete volume is 
Tire American Home Garden Book 
published by Evans - Lippincott and 
priced at S7.93. This is a big book of 
512 pages, profusely illustrated, and 
covering practically every garden sub¬ 
ject from how to plant a pansy to the 
hybridizing of lilies, with excellent 
chapters on aval preparation, lawn 
'•are. bulbs, roses, vegetables, house- 
plants and landscaping. The language 
Is simple and it is easy to follow by 
even the rawest, beginner. 

Some garden books ate designed 
to be lead and enjoyed browsed 


Some of the unusual plants 
described are the Tomatilla an edible 
form of the Chinese Lantern plant: 
the Argentine marrow which, when

» Playing rubber 
bridge in Home, Bella¬ 
donna reached the dia¬ 
mond slam after his 
partner had made a 
jump-shift. An alterna¬ 
tive way to handle ihe 
North cards would be 
to bid only two clubs on 
the first round, continu¬ 
ing with two spades 
over South's two dia¬ 
mond rebiri. Such a 

sequence might work out lietler if South held a weak 
opening wilh Q-x-x in hearts, for this would give 
maximum opportunity for South to he declarer at no 
trump instead of North. 

West's heart lead wa* best for tin- defence, and 
when the bad trump break showed. Belladonna had to 
figure a way to shed a heart loser on one of dummy's 
black suits. One way might be to establish a long club 
by ruffing, or declarer could try to cash the spade*, 
hoping _for a 3-3 division that would allow him to 
chuck his heart on the fourth round. Both these plays 

hut the swashbuckling 
Belladonna in a specialist at bluffing his way through 
"impossible'' contracts. 

Belladonna decided to go for the spade mit to get 
rid of his losing heart, but he boosted hi* chants by 
cashing his spade* in a special way. He took the spade 
king, then led the tenspot from the closed hand and 
overtook with dummy's ace. When Belladonna next led 
the spade jack from dymmy, it looked to East as though 
South had no more spades and was taking a ruffing 
finesse with dummy’s jack-nine equals—trying to find 
the spade queen in East's hand. If this were to, East 
would hand declarer the ilam if he ruffed with a wirv- 
ning trump, for declarer wtiuld shed his heart loser. East 
therefore- threw a club, but declarer produced Ihe spade 
queen, crossed to a high-club and ditched his heart loser 
on dummy's last spade. Whether East ruffed or not mad* 
no difference. 

Note that if declarer tried to ruff out the clubs. 
East throws a spade on the third round of clubs. Declarer 
can still establish the fifth club, but when he tries to 
reach it, East ruffs the spade and cashes a heart.

OTTAWA (CP) — Since the 
founding of The Canadian Press 
in 1917, its news service has 
served as a medium of ex¬ 
change of ideas and irdWiilation 
among ail regions of Canada, 
the national news co^Jerative 
says in a brief today to the 
royal commission on bilingual¬ 
ism and Mculturaftsm. 

"Dns has been achieved "not 
only through transmission of 
news hut also as a result of the 
meeting-ground it provided for 
editors and publishers of the two 
language groups among whom 
there are many strong ties." 

DAILY EXCHANGE 

It is hard to estimate pre¬ 
cisely the value of what CP ac¬ 
complishes "by dally exchange 
across cultural boundaries of 
honest news at a cost within 
reach of all the dailies, even 
the smallest, whether .published 
in English or in French." 

The brief soys CP has never 
distributed news for the sake ot 
smiatkEi. It always takes great 
care to verify content of its 
news stories, making Its high 
standards a credit to Canadian 
Journalism. 

VARIETY OF OPINION 

“The Canadian Press acts an

CP represents the coopera¬ 
tive effort cf more than 100 
daily newspapers to give Cana¬ 
dians news of the work! and of 
Canada In two languages, toe 
brief says. Its operation, as a 
cooperative associaittm of the 
country's French- and Engfeh- 
language dally n e w spapers, re¬ 
flects the needs of both group*.

In 1917, CP’s 103 charter 
members Included six news¬ 
papers publishing tn French, all 
in Quebec.

The brief says CP’s member! 
have w always regarded it ’aa 
essential lhat French - lanRuant 
ncwspa;»ers be fairly repre¬ 
sented. In 1954, when French- 
IanfcuaKe dailies numbered 10 of 
CP’s 91 members, the associa¬ 
tion bylaws were amended to 
increase to three from two the 
number of French - languar* 
director* on the 19-member 
board. 

THREE FRENCH j 

Of the 20 presidents since 1917, 
three have been of the French 
tongue. 

CP recognized from its begin¬ 
ning the disadvantage to 
French - language members of 
receiving pews in Engl ish. 
Problems created by the differ 
ence in number of papers pub¬ 
lished in each language wert 
approached with friendly under¬ 
standing. 

COST REDUCED 
In 1929, it was agreed cost to 
each French-language member 
should be reduced by one-quar¬ 
ter as a "translation grant,"* 
making allowance for the fact 
that French-language members 
incur coats in use of CP new« 
not faced by English-language 
members. 

In 1944. CP directors agreed 
as a matter of policy that newi 
should be delivered in French 
at the same assessment rate* «J 
in English, subject to agree¬ 
ment on details among French- 
language members. 

JOINED IN 1951 
Following a number of meet¬ 
ings to discuss details, Frerch- 
languag* newspaper* joined in 
1951 in a French service. At ita 
official inauguration at Mont¬ 
real Louis St. Laurent, then 
prime minister, described the 
service as a major event in 
Canada's development. 

The service kept pace with 
development of modem tech¬ 
niques and now CP provides Iti 
service both in Engliah and in 
French for automatic typeset¬ 
ting. CP's French teleprinter!, 
delivering news with accented 
letters, represent a pioneering 
advance not yet duplicated.
